In order to cut the expenses suffi 


ciently to come within the revenue 
for the coming year it has been de 
cided to eliminate the manual train 
ing and music and art departments 
It was a choice between this and cut 
"ting oft one month of school for the 
year, and the boards decided to cut 
off two teachers. 


In order to give the school sufficient 


revenue to keep it up to its present 
high standard, it has been decided to 
make an effort to enlarge the New 
Smyrna special tax school district and 
bring the revenue from the surround- 
ing territory to the support of the city 
schools. It ;0 proposed to sufficiently 
enlarge the boundaries to take in 
Hawks Park, Glencoe, Turnbull Bay 
and Coronado and have the children 


, 
from these districts attend the New 
Smyrna schools. 


Schools are now maintained in the 


Hawks Park, Glencoe and Turnbull 
Bay districts- and the three mills 
special school tax is levied in these 


v districts.' If these districts are taken 
A, Into the New Smyrna district the pu-

tion to attend the New Smyrna school

COWPEAS MAKE GOOD 


PASTURE FOR HOGS 


It will be most profitable for the 


Florida farmer to supply 
his hogs 


with an abundance of green pasture 
Hogs kept on dry pasture the greater 
part of the year are not as thrifty 
and do not grow as rapidly as those 
given a liberal allowance of green 
feed, says John M. Scott, of the Uni 
verslty of Florida, experiment sta- 
tion. 
It requires from 
14 to 
24 


months lor the range hog to grow to 
market size. 
A hog can be grown 


to the same size in 8 to 10 months 
when properly fed. 


Because the cowpea does best, in a 


warm sandy loam soil It Is a Wo] 
well suited to Florida. It is a short 
season crop, requiring from 60 to SO 
days to mature, according to the sea- 
son and the variety. Therefore it can 
>e planted as a catch crop or as en 
after crop; which means it may be 
planted after the spring and 3U turner 
vegetables are harvested, or it may 
be planted between the rows of corn 
at the last cultivation. 


When grown to be used as a pas- 


ure for hogs, cowpeas can be plant- 
d at any time from the middle of 
March until the first of August To 
get best 
resuts 
from cowpeas f-s 


pasture, plant them at intervals of 
wo weeks. 
In this way fresh pas- 


ure can be had for the hogs at all 
imes during the spring, summer and 
arly fall. When one plot of ground 


pastured off it can be plowed up 


nd replanted, the 
same piece of 


round being thus made to produce 
wo or three crops during the year. 


Cowpeas should be planted ii a 
•ell prepared seed bed made by thor- 
ugh plowing followed 
by the use 


f a tooth harrow. Mark off the rows 
wo to two and a half feet apart and 
lant the seed at a rate of about one- 
alt bushel per acre. As soon as the 
ants are one or two inches high, give 


good cultivation. Perhaps not more 
ban two cultivations will be necea- 
ary. 
When the crop is 15 to IS Inch- 


high, it will be time to begin 


asturing. Under 
favorable 
condi- 


ons the crop will be ready to pas- 
tire in about six or eight weeks.
